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C'lunty Cnuit idlicials of the State, 
calling their atlcntiuii to the act of 
tlie r.eneral Assemttly making it un- 
lawful for any ortieer holding having 
Courts or Sheriffs or Constables serv- 
ing warrants and otiier process in ex- 
amining trUds to be allowed any claim 
in a felony cbarge until tbe grand Jury 
bas indicted. Tlie act was passed by 
tbe AssemM/on recommendation of 
tbe Governor and Auditor, and, it 
is estimated will save tlie State $G0,- 
000 annually. U will be rigidly en- 
furccd by the Auditor.

Most of tbe laws passed by tbe late 
legislature became operative last Wed- 
nesday. County Clerk Doty has re- 
ceived from the State Librarian a 
complete copy ol the a. ts of the re- 
cent legh'uiture. in whicii are found 
the n.ilow ing: The local opt ion law. 
commonly called the Karris bill, which 
makes it uuiawfnl for any person to 
Sell. lend. give, procure for, or furnish 
to another spirituou.s, vinous, or malt 
liijuors, or to liave in one's possession 
for the purpo.se of selling such liquors. 
Tlie line is not less than $59 or mure 
than $iuu for eacli offense, or less tlian 
10 or more 50 days imprisonment. Tbe 
enactment against child labor, which 
also takes effect, provides tbat no 
child under 14 years of age shall be 
employed in any workshop, factory or 
mine except with tbe consent of the 
giuudian or parents, and is punishable 
by a fine of not less than 8:2.") or more 
than The grand jury is given 

iixiuisitorial powers with regard to 
tlie infraction of this law. An c-nacl- 
meiit for t he protecticjn of birds was 
also passed and it is now a misdemea- 
nor to have in one's possession any 
bird, dead or alive, or nest, or eggs, 
other than game birds, or the nests or 
eggs of game birds. Tlie penalty is a 
line oi *") for each infraction of tbe 
law. This law is for tlie protection 
not only of game irtrds, but birds 
which are bunted for tlieir plumage. 

Courier-Journal:— Because com has 
been held back from market by people 
who believe in higher prices, many 
have thought the eariier estimates of 
the Agriculbural Department as to 
the shortage were correct, not the re- 
vised figuresof last week. He that as 
it may, tbere has been a demand alto- 
gether insufiicient to clean up the 
liigli-priced stocks, and now olfers of 
cash grain are coming from Illinois 
and the other .States which have been 
refusing to sell hitherto. Correspond- 
ents of the grain merchants located in 
the Corn Kelt are advising their prin- 
cipals also that a very large acreage of 
both corn and oats has been put out 
and that the plants are up and look- 
ing well. In consequence, there is 
now likely to l)e a free movement of 
the long-boarded grain, even If a con- 
siderable sacrilloe In pnoe shoold be 
involved, and this will throw a clear- 
er light upon the real slae of the crop. 
The cereal crops are not made yet 
with the exception of the Southwes- 
tern wheat crop, but certainly a mag- 
nilicent start has been made witbcorn 
ind oats. Tlie prices of these grains 
are .so higli that the largest acreage 
ever known has been put out and the 
weather so far has been favorable to 
the young grow th. Time there is in 
plenty for unfavorable weather to cut 
down tlie yield again, but two short 
crops in succession have never been 
know n. 1 1 is to be hoped not at least. 
With an average wheat crop to be ex- 
pected and with more, tax more, t b a n 
average cwfrn ot the othnr emals and 
also of cotton, the United BtMes 
«hould be in good shape to feed and 
clottie tbe world again thisjFear.
